MALE  AND  FEMALE  MINIMUM  WAGE 
ORDER  No.  6a  (1950). 


Automotive  Repair  and  Gasoline 
Service-station  Industry. 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male 
Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  and  the  “  Female 
Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial 
Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  Order  No.  6  (1948)  of  the  Board 
made  on  the  16th  day  of  April,  1948,  effective 
on  the  1st  day  of  May,  1948,  be  amended  by 
deleting  therefrom  section  3  of  the  said  Order, 
and  substituting  therefor  the  following:  — 

“  3.  That  every  employer  shall  pay  to  each 
of  his  employees  a  wage  not  less  than  the 
minimum  wage  prescribed  for  such  employees 
in  clause  (a),  (b) ,  (c) ,  (d) ,  or  ( e )  of  this 
section  and  section  4  of  this  Order: — 

“(a)  Automotive  mechanics,  90  cents  per 
hour. 

“(b)  Parts  department  employees  employed 
exclusively  in  the  parts  department  as 
learners,  for  whose  employment  per¬ 
mits  in  writing  have  been  issued  by 
the  Board : — 

Learners,  parts  department — 

40  cents  per  hour  during  his  first 
two  months’  employment; 

45  cents  per  hour  during  his  second 
two  months’  employment; 

50  cents  per  hour  during  his  third 
two  months’  employment; 
Thereafter  55  cents  per  hour  as 
provided  by  clause  (c)  of  this 
section. 

“(c)  Other  employees,  55  cents  per  hour. 
“(d)  Employees  classified  under  section  7  of 
the  “Male  Minimum  Wage  Act”  or 
section  6  of  the  “  Female  Minimum 
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Wage  Act,”  for  whose  employment 
permits  in  writing  have  been  issued  by 
the  Board: — 

The  wage  or  rate  of  pay  prescribed 
in  the  permit. 

“(e)  An  employee  reporting  for  work  on  the 
call  of  an  employer:  The  employee’s 
regular  rate  of  pay  for  the  entire 
period  spent  at  the  place  of  work  in 
response  to  the  call,  with  a  minimum 
of  2  hours’  pay  at  the  employee’s  reg¬ 
ular  rate  if  the  employee  does  not 
commence  work  and  4  hours’  pay  at 
the  employee’s  regular  rate  if  the  em¬ 
ployee  commences  work,  unless  by  writ¬ 
ten  permission  the  Board  varies  this 
provision  with  respect  to  the  daily 
guarantee.”

“  FOREST  ACT.” 

IS  Honour  the  Administrator  in  Council, 
by  Order  in  Council  No.  1067,  approved 
May  25th,  1950,  has  been  pleased  to  order  that 
the  regulations  for  the  purpose  of  administer¬ 
ing  Provincial  parks,  made  by  Order  in  Coun¬ 
cil  No.  21,  dated  January  7th,  1944,  be  re¬ 
scinded,  and  that,  pursuant  to  section  160  of 
the  “  Forest  Act,”  being  chapter  128  of  “  Re¬ 
vised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,”  the 
following  regulations  be  made: — 

Provincial  Parks  Regulations,  1950. 

1.  Interpretation. — In  these  regulations,  un¬ 
less  the  context  otherwise  requires: — 

“  Chief  Forester  ”  means  the  Chief  Forester 
of  the  Forest  Service  of  the  Department 
of  Lands  and  Forests  as  authorized  in 
the  “  Forest  Act  ” : 

“  Coal  lease  ”  means  a  lease  for  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  coal  within  the  meaning  of  the 
“  Coal  Act”: 

“  Coal  licence  ”  means  a  licence  to  produce 
coal  within  the  meaning  of  the  “  Coal 
Act”: 

“  Forest  Service  ”  means  the  Forest  Service 
of  the  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests 
as  authorized  by  the  “  Forest  Act  ” : 

“  Game  ”  includes  all  big  game,  game  birds, 
and  fur-bearing  animals  within  the 
meaning  of  the  “  Game  Act  ”: 

“  Guide  ”  means  any  person  who  receives  or 
is  promised  any  remuneration  for  taking 
another  person  hunting  or  fishing  or  for 
assisting  another  person  to  hunt  or  to 
fish,  or  for  conducting  any  other  person 
or  party  on  any  trip  or  tour : 

“  Hunt  or  hunting  ”  includes  any  chasing, 
pursuing,  worrying,  following  after  or 
on  the  trail  of,  and  searching  for,  shoot¬ 
ing  at,  stalking,  or  lying  in  wait  for  any 
game,  whether  or  not  such  game  is  then 
or  subsequently  captured,  killed,  or 
injured : 

“  Minister  ”  means  the  Minister  of  Lands 
and  Forests : 

“  Petroleum  lease  ”  means  a  lease  to  produce 
a  petroleum  or  natural  gas  as  provided 
in  the  “  Petroleum  and  Natural  Gas 
Act  ”: 

“  Petroleum  licence  ”  means  a  licence  to 
search  for  or  discover  petroleum  or 
natural  gas  as  provided  in  the  “  Petro¬ 
leum  and  Natural  Gas  Act”: 

“  Provincial  park  or  park  ”  means  any  park 
of  Class  “A”  or  Class  “B”  in  the  Prov¬ 
ince  of  British  Columbia  created  under 
Pai’t  XII  of  the  “  Forest  Act.” 

2.  Park,  Use  Permits  —  General. —  (a)  For 
Provincial  parks,  the  Minister  may  define  the 
park  use  or  occupancy  for  which  a  Park  Use 
Permit  shall  be  required. 

( b )  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  regu¬ 
lations  and  to  such  rates,  fees,  terms,  and  con¬ 
ditions  as  the  Minister  may  determine,  the 
Chief  Forester,  or  any  officer  of  the  Forest 
Service  acting  under  the  Chief  Forester’s  in¬ 
structions,  may  grant  a  Park  Use  Permit  for 
any  period,  not  exceeding  twenty-one  years, 
for  any  park  use  or  occupancy  not  inconsistent 
with  the  purpose  or  purposes  for  which  such 
park  is  constituted. 

(c)  Without  limiting  the  provisions  of  the 
foregoing,  a  Park  Use  Permit  shall  be  required 
for  the  following: — 

(i)  Erection  or  occupancy  of  any  residence, 
cabin,  boat-house,  house-boat,  or  any 
other  building  or  structure  in  any  Pro- 
cial  park: 

(ii)  Engaging  in  any  commercial  or  indus¬ 
trial  enterprise  of  any  description  and 
any  and  all  activities  undertaken,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  for  financial  con¬ 
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sideration,  including  mining,  trapping, 
guiding,  and  offering  service,  equip¬ 
ment,  or  accommodation  for  hire  or  for 
sale  within  any  Provincial  park: 

(iii)  Hunting,  fishing,  or  carrying  fireaims 
in  any  Provincial  park. 

(d)  On  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  permit  and  of  the  “  Forest  Act,”  and  of.  all 
regulations  made  thereunder,  a  Park  Use  Per¬ 
mit  may  be  renewed  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Chief  Forester  on  any  terms  consistent  with 
the  provisions  of  the  “  Forest  Act  ”  and  these 
regulations. 

(e)  Any  Park  Use  Permit  may  be  cancelled 
forthwith  by  the  Chief  Forester,  or  any  officer 
of  the  Forest  Service  acting  under  his  instruc¬ 
tions  for  any  of  the  following  causes: — 

(i)  Failure  to  comply  with  the  terms  and 
conditions  under  which  the  permit  is 
issued : 

(ii)  Breach  of  any  provision  of  the  “  Forest 
Act  ”  or  of  regulations  made  there¬ 
under : 

(iii)  Failure,  after  six  months  from  the  date 
of  the  permit,  to  make  bona-fide  use  of 
the  Park  Use  Permit  for  the  purpose 
for  which  it  was  granted. 

(/)  Cancellation  notice  shall  be  effectually 

given  if  posted,  by  registered  mail,  to  the  last- 
known  address  of  the  permittee. 

(g)  No  Park  Use  Permit  shall  be  transfer¬ 
able  without  written  consent  of  the  Chief  For¬ 
ester,  and  shall  be  on  such  form  as  the  Chief 
Forester  may  prescribe. 

( h )  Any  building  or  improvement  built  or 
constructed  under  any  Park  Use  Permit  shall 
be  deemed  appurtenant  to  the  land  upon  or 
w'ithin  which  it  is  built  or  constructed,  and 
shall  not  be  sold  or  otherwise  transferred 
separate  from  the  privileges  granted  in  the 
Park  Use  Permit  for  its  construction  or  occu¬ 
pancy  except  with  permission  of  the  Chief 
Forester. 

(i)  No  permittee  shall  lease  or  rent  or 
charge  any  toll  over  any  land  over  which  he 
has  been  granted  any  privilege  by  any  Park 
Use  Permit  without  written  consent  of  the 
Chief  Forester  or  as  provided  in  the  permit. 

3.  Park  Use  Permits — Special:  Services  to 
Public. —  (a)  Where  it  is  deemed  advisable  to 
grant  a  concession  for  service  to  the  public 
within  any  Provincial  park,  such  concession 
may  be  granted  by  the  Minister  by  public  com¬ 
petition,  after  advertisement  in  one  newspaper 
circulating  within  the  Province  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  section  139  of  the 
“  Forest  Act,”  and  such  concession  may  be 
granted  subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  the  Minister  may  see  fit. 

( b )  In  any  Park  Use  Permit  and  (or)  grant 
of  any  concession  for  service  to  the  public,  the 
Minister  may,  at  his  discretion,  specify  or 
limit  the  kinds  and  qualities  of  services,  ac¬ 
commodations,  or  commodities  to  be  offered  and 
the  maximum  prices  and  rates  to  be  charged 
the  public  therefor. 

(c)  In  any  Park  Use  Permit  and  (or)  grant 
of  any  concession  for  service  to  the  public,  the 
Minister  may,  at  his  discretion,  specify  such 
terms  of  employment,  not  inconsistent  with 
existing  Statutes,  as  he  may  consider  necessary 
to  govern  the  relationship  between  permittee 
and  any  employee,  in  the  interest  of  proper 
park  use. 

4.  Park  Use  Permits — Special:  Coal,  Petro¬ 
leum,  and  Natural  Gas. —  (a)  Any  applicant 
for  any  Park  Use  Permit  to  conduct  any  opera¬ 
tions  under  the  “  Coal  Act  ”  or  the  “  Petroleum 
and  Natural  Gas  Act”  within  any  Provincial 
park  may  be  required,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Chief  Forester,  to  give  adequate  security,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister,  to  cover  any 
loss  or  damage  which  may  result  to  the  recrea¬ 
tional  value  of  the  lands  affected  from  the  use 
or  uses  permitted. 
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( b )  Provided  it  has  been  in  effect  for  a 
period  of  at  least  two  years,  any  Park  Use 
Permit  permitting  the  conducting  of  any  opera¬ 
tions  under  the  “  Coal  Act  ”  or  “  Petroleum 
and  Natural  Gas  Act”  may,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Minister,  be  cancelled,  if  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Minister: — 

(i)  The  development  of  the  location  under 
permit,  licence,  or  lease  toward  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  coal,  petroleum,  or  natural 
gas  has  not  justified  continuance  of  the 
permit ;  or 

(ii)  It  has  been  shown  that  the  development 
of  the  location  under  permit,  licence,  or 
lease  for  the  production  of  coal,  petro¬ 
leum,  or  natural  gas  is  not  economically 
sound. 

(c)  At  the  termination  of  any  mining  or 
prospecting  operation  on  any  coal,  petroleum, 
or  natural-gas  permit,  licence,  or  lease  within 
any  Provincial  park,  or  at  the  expiration  or 
cancellation  of  any  Park  Use  Permit  permit¬ 
ting  the  conduct  of  operations  under  the  “  Coal 
Act  ”  or  the  “  Petroleum  and  Natural  Gas 
Act,”  the  Chief  Forester  may  require  the  per¬ 
mittee  to  remove  completely,  within  twelve 
months  and  at  the  expense  of  the  permittee, 
any  or  all  buildings,  structures  or  improve¬ 
ments  built,  constructed,  or  developed  on  such 
claim,  licence,  or  lease  or  under  any  such  Park 
Use  Permit.  All  buildings,  structures,  or  im¬ 
provements  not  so  removed  within  twelve 
months  of  the  date  of  the  Chief  Forester’s 
written  request  for  their  removal  shall  be  for¬ 
feit  to  the  Crown  in  right  of  the  Province  and 
may  be  used,  removed,  destroyed,  or  otherwise 
disposed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Chief  For¬ 
ester. 

5.  Park  Use  Permits — Special:  Guiding. — 

(a)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Game 
Act  ”  and  of  these  regulations,  licensed  guides 
may  operate  in  Provincial  parks. 

(6)  The  Minister  may  require  that  no  per¬ 
son  shall  act  as  a  guide  or  offer  services  as  a 
guide  in  any  or  all  Provincial  parks  without 
first  obtaining  a  Park  Use  Permit  therefor. 

(c)  No  person  shall  be  granted  a  Park  Use 
Permit  to  guide  or  offer  services  as  a  guide  in 
any  Provincial  park  except  guides  licensed  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  “  Game 
Act.” 

( d )  The  Minister  may,  at  his  discretion: — 

(i)  Specify  and  limit  the  area  or  areas 
within  Provincial  parks  in  which  any 
Park  Use  Permit  to  guide  shall  be 
valid: 

(ii)  Limit  the  number  of  Park  Use  Permits 
which  may  be  granted  to  permit  guid¬ 
ing  in  any  specified  area  in  any  Pro¬ 
vincial  park: 

(iii)  Require  such  assurance  as  to  the  quali¬ 
fications  and  suitability  of  any  appli¬ 
cant  and  his  equipment,  and  as  to  the 
quality  of  service  to  be  provided,  as  he 
may  deem  essential  to  proper  park  use, 
befoi’e  granting  any  Park  Use  Permit 
to  guide  in  any  Provincial  park: 

(iv)  Require  any  permittee  to  report  to  the 
Forest  Sex-vice  such  information  re- 
garding  numbers  of  pai’ties  guided, 
game  or  fish  killed  or  taken,  and  any 
other  matter  pertaining  to  park  use  as 
the  Chief  Forester  may  deem  necessary 
for  the  proper  administration  of  Pro- 
vincial  parks. 

(e)  All  specifications,  limits,  or  require¬ 
ments  made  under  clause  (d)  of  this  regulation 
may  be  endorsed  on  every  Park  Use  Permit 
concerned  and  shall  form  a  part  of  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  that  permit. 

6.  Park  Use  Permits — Special:  Trapping. — 

(a)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Game 
Act  ”  and  regulations  thereunder  and  these 
regulations,  licensed  trappers  may  trap  within 
Provincial  parks. 


( b )  The  Minister  may  require  that  no  person 
shall  trap  or  take  any  fur-bearing  animal  in 
any  or  all  Provincial  parks  without  first  ob¬ 
taining  a  Pai'k  Use  Permit  therefor. 

(c)  No  person  shall  be  granted  a  Park  Use 
Permit  to  trap  or  take  any  fur-bearing  animal 
in  any  Provincial  park  except  a  trapper  li¬ 
censed  under  the  provisions  of  the  “  Game  Act.” 

(d)  The  Minister  may,  at  his  discretion: — 

(i)  Specify  or  designate  any  ai-ea  or  areas, 

in  any  Provincial  park,  in  which  trap¬ 
ping  shall  be  prohibited: 

(ii)  Specify  the  extent  and  boundaries  of 
any  trap-line  in  any  Provincial  park : 

(iii)  Prohibit  the  trapping  or  taking  of  ani¬ 
mals  of  any  kind  or  species  within  any 
Provincial  park: 

(iv)  Limit  the  number  of  animals  of  any 
kind  or  species  which  may  be  killed  or 
taken  in  any  designated  area  in  any 
Provincial  pai’k: 

(v)  Designate  closed  seasons,  during  which 
the  trapping  of  any  or  all  fur-bearing 
animals  shall  be  px-ohibited  in  any  des¬ 
ignated  part  of  any  Provincial  park: 

(vi)  Require  repoi'ts  on  animals  trapped  or 
fur  taken. 

( e )  Any  restriction  or  requii-ement  made 
under  clause  (d)  of  this  regulation  shall  be 
endorsed  upon  the  Park  Use  Permit  to  which 
it  applied  and  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the 
provisions  of  such  permit. 

7.  Park  Use  Permits — Special:  Hunting  and 
Fishing. —  (a)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
“  Game  Act  ”  and  the  regulations  made  there¬ 
under  and  of  these  regulations,  any  person 
may  carry  firearms,  huixt  or  fish,  shoot,  kill,  or 
take  game  or  fish  within  Provincial  pai'ks. 

( b )  The  Minister  may  i’equii-e  that  no  per¬ 
son  shall  hunt  or  fish  or  carry  firearms  in  any 
or  all  Provincial  pai’ks  without  first  obtaining 
a  Pai-k  Use  Pei-mit  to  do  so. 

(c)  No  person  shall  be  granted  a  Park  Use 
Permit  to  hunt  or  fish  within  any  Provincial 
pai’k  except  persons  licensed  to  carry  firearms 
and  hunt  or  to  fish  under  the  provisions  of 
the  “  Game  Act  ”  and  the  regulations  there¬ 
under. 

(d)  The  Minister  may,  at  his  discretion: — 

(i)  Specify  any  park  or  any  part  or  pai-ts 
of  such  parks  in  which  any  Pai’k  Use 
Permit  to  hunt  or  fish  shall  be  valid: 

(ii)  Prohibit  hunting  or  fishing  in  any  Pro¬ 
vincial  park  or  in  part  or  parts  of  such 
parks : 

(iii)  Limit  the  number  of  Park  Use  Permits 
to  hunt  or  fish  in  any  specified  area  in 
Pi-ovincial  parks: 

(iv)  Limit  the  number  of  birds,  animals,  or 
fish,  of  designated  kind  or  species, 
which  may  be  killed  or  taken  within 
any  Provincial  park  or  in  any  specified 
area  therein  under  any  single  Park 
Use  permit: 

(v)  Require  any  permittee  to  supply  such 
information  as  to  game  or  fish  taken 
within  any  Provincial  pax-k  as  the 
Chief  Forester  may  consider  necessary 
to  the  management  of  game  in  Provin¬ 
cial  parks. 

(e)  Any  restriction  or  requirement  made 
under  clause  (d)  of  this  regulation  shall  be 
endorsed  upon  every  Park  Use  Permit  to  which 
it  applies  and  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the 
provisions  of  such  permit. 

8.  General  Provisions. —  (a)  Unless  other¬ 
wise  stated  in  a  Park  Use  Permit,  no  person 
within  any  Provincial  pai’k,  without  first  ob¬ 
taining  permission  in  writing  from  the  Chief 
Forester  or  officer  acting  under  his  direction, 
may : 

(i)  Cut,  remove,  or  destroy  any  trees, 
shrub,  plant,  hay,  natural  product, 
curiosity,  object,  structure,  work, 
water-spring,  lake,  lake-shore,  water- 
course,  or  any  pai’k  property  whatso¬ 
ever  : 
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(ii)  Drive  or  depasture  any  cattle  or  other 
live  stock: 

(iii)  Erect  any  advertising  or  other  sign: 

(iv)  Use  any  park  name  in  any  commercial 
undertaking  operating  within  any 
Provincial  park: 

(v)  Operate  any  taxicab,  bus,  motor¬ 
truck,  or  other  vehicle  or  means  of 
public  transportation,  or  operate  a 
parking  area: 

(vi)  Impose  any  charge  to  be  paid  by  the 
public  or  any  member  thereof  for  ad¬ 
mission  to  any  area  or  building  in  any 
park  or  for  any  service  rendered  in 
any  park: 

(vii)  Fail  to  secure  proper  sanitation  and 
proper  disposal  of  refuse  in  any  Pro¬ 
vincial  park: 

(viii)  Pollute  any  waters  in  any  Provincial 
park. 

(b)  No  person  shall  construct  or  erect  any 
building  or  structure  in  any  Provincial  park 
except  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifica¬ 
tions  which  have  been  approved  by  the  Chief 
Forester. 

(c)  The  Chief  Forester,  or  any  person  au¬ 
thorized  by  him,  may,  between  the  hours  of  8 
a.m.  to  6  p.m.  on  any  day  excepting  Sundays 
and  statutory  holidays,  enter  upon  and  inspect 
any  building,  structure,  or  work  of  any  kind 
in  any  Provincial  park,  and  may  require  or 
order  the  proper  maintenance  of  any  such 
building,  structure,  or  work. 

( d )  Every  person  entering  or  seeking  to 
enter  any  Provincial  park  shall  give  to  any 
officer  of  the  Forest  Service  such  information 
as  the  officer  may  request  regarding  that 
person’s  name,  address,  destination,  proposed 
activities  within  the  park,  and  regarding  any 
other  matter  pertaining  to  park  use  or  occu¬ 
pancy. 

(e)  The  Minister  may,  at  his  discretion, 
specify  or  designate  any  lake  or  lakes  or  areas 
in  any  Provincial  park  on  which  the  landing 
of  aircraft  shall  be  prohibited. 

(/)  The  Minister  may,  at  his-  discretion, 
specify  or  designate  any  type  of  power  boat 
or  boats  which  shall  be  prohibited  from  being 
brought  into  or  used  in  any  park  or  areas 
within  parks  designated  by  the  Minister. 

(g)  Every  person  within  the  boundaries  of 
any  Provincial  park  shall  observe  and  obey 
every  rule  and  regulation,  applicable  to  that 
park,  made  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
“  Forest  Act  ”  or  of  these  regulations.
